to finance housing projects to 
cope with the needs of the 
250.000 immigrants expected 
in the next three years. 


IL500m. in Housing 


An estimated 1L500m. will 
have to be invested in hous- 
ing over that period, of which 
approximately 40 per cent is 
required in foreign cUrrency. 

Mr. Eshkol plans three 
main sources of revenue: ap- 
proximately IL200m. will be 
raised through the Regular 
and Development Budgets; 
1L100m,. from popular loans 
here. of which the IIL50m. 
Housing Loan is the first in- 
stalment, while it is hoped 
to receive the remainder from 
US. Jewry. 

Although it is still not clear 
how the special] $100m.-$150m , 
in addition to the regular 
UI. A. contributions and the 
Bond Drive sales, wil be 
raised. Mr, Eshkol will pro- 
pose several alternatives in 
his talks with Jewish leaders. 
One possibility will be a spe- 
cial loan guaranteed by -the 
mortgaging of Government 
préperty. including building 
and land held by the Develop- 
ment Authority. Another may 
be the advancement of a spe- 
cial long-term lean from 
American banks, with other 
Israel assets as collateral.
